tttsit lutve oppifMiBed and still op- 
press that noble race in their own. 

The proclamation made by the 
PresidiTt of the United States that 
"wf Wi ll- ill thi.-i war for the lib- 
erty and ireedoni of small nations," 
and that 'democrjicy may be saved 
to the world" roused the <lecpest 
patriotism of the American people, 
for indelibly staaiped upon then- 
hearts is the memory of our o>wn 
heroic strtmle for freedom and the 
liberty and independence which wp 
enjoy. To secure this liberty ^nd 
independence for others is the ob- 
ject of this war. Our President has 
so declared. As the Rev. Father 
Wynne so nolil.v ^i\U\ in a recent 
speech In New Yorlt: "If we ask for 
freedom for Helgium, wliy not for 
Poland? If for Alsace and Lor- 
raine why not for Ireland?" Why 
not, indeed?. And therefore we can 
not 1)Ut express snrvrise at the 
renvark so recently nttered by the 
Rev. Dr. Gullday, of the Catholic 
University at Wa.shington, "to for- 
get all about Ireland" in the pres- 
ent war. Forget about Ireland? 
Tell the American people to foiget 
,il)out Ireland and her heroic strug- 
gle I'or freedom and independence 
when she is making the eaane bat- 
tle we made, animated by the same 
principles •which animated the hearts 
at our own forefathers when they 
threw off the yoke of bondage, and 
declared that these United States 
are and of right oupTit to fbe free 
and Indeipendent? "Forget al)out 
Ireland," when President Wilson 
has declaivd for the freedom and 
Rafely of small nations and that 
democracy must be secured to the 
world! Down in the trenches in 
Prance the Irish soldiers are Hgbt- 
Inc, and bravely. Shall their hlood 
for freedom be shed in vain? The 
Northern ip«i)%rs*c(hronicle in bold 
type the annduncement that Presi- 
dent Wilson Is about to reiterate 
the platform on which we stand, 
and why we entered into this 
world^ar. I/et us hope that that 
platform will de.man<l the freedom 
and independence, not only o£ Bel- 
gium and Alsace and Lorraine, but 
of Poland and Ireland, and all the 
(small nations so gallantly strug- 
gling for freedom and Independence. 

The following beautiful trttoute to 
the high character of Irish patriot- 
lam appeared in the last issue of 
the National Hibernian; 

"The attachment to religion may 
be accounted the (hief devotional 
trait of the Irish people. But their 
exalted patriotism is certainly one 
jf their mos: splendid virtues. Both 
In Ireland .-"'J America It has re- 
sponded to llie iiighest Impulses, 
aud risen glowing and fearless to 
meet every crisis. The spectacle 
which the world witnesses today is 
the nM*t remarkable test of insli 
patriotism to which the race has 
ever (been subjected by the strange 
course of destiay, yet without a 
moment's hesitation the mighty 
lieart of the Irish in America 
mined with generous affection-— 
strong as the pillars of death, 
terce as mother-love for its 
to offer the last sacrifice for the 
defence and the triumph of the 
great repuhllc.

Nest to Ood the Irish people 
have ever placed love of country. 
They have cherished it al>ove 
»arthly ueasuie^. and lavished upon 
It the purest and noblest senti- 
ments of the heart In the aShes 
of defeat, in the desolation of fam- 
ine, in the graves of their martyrs 
the Irish people In whatever coun- 
try they are dispersed see the vlUl 
spark of patriotism. The fragrant 
rmit of glorious triumph, denied 
flowering In the land of their or- 
igin, has been watered by the blood 
of the Irish emigrant, whose sons 
now rush to hold what the dead 
tiave won. The full force of stmed 
aehievejuent, struggling to burst a 
forward path In Ireland, finds across 
the sea its field of endeavor— full 
brotherhood in citizenship and glad 
comradeship in all the enterprises 
of peace and war. Thus the deep 
homage of Irish gratitude went 
fnitli to the only land which wel- 
comed tlie emigrants, and with the 
graUtude there Is a pride In the 
Imperishable deeds wroa«ht by

Those familiar with the affairs of 
this State realize that the coming 
Li(«islatare Is practically committed 
to a prohibition amendment, but Its 
action will be heralded broadcast by 
the Prohibitionists that Kentucky Is 
anxious to go Into the dry column 
and is more than half way ready 
to adopt the constitutional amend- 
ment as submitted by Congress 
und the Senate. All of the 
ICentucky leaders of Democracy 
from Gov. Stanley down are 
in favor of submitting the 
question of State-wide prohibition to 
the people, and regardless of the 
action of our national bodies It Is 
hoped that the people pt Kentucky 
will be given an opportunity to 
register their opposition to this 
narrow-minded and fanatical meas- 
ure.
